Chicago, September 
Fitzgerald, a former teller in the Chi- 
cago subtreasury, was arrested today 
by Deputy United States marshals 
charged with the mysterious theft of 
$173,000 from the subtreasury on Feb- 
ruary 19, 1907. 

Fitzgerald was arrested on a bencl) 
warrant based on an indictment 
turned secretly by a federal grand jury 
On February 17, 1910. Three days 
after the indictment was secretly re- 
turned and suppressed, on February 
20, it was announced that the statute 
of limitations had operated to 
possible criminal prosecution in 
peculiar case. 

Coincident with this ruse by the au- 
thorities, secret service men were de- 
tailed to watch Fitzgerald constantly

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ULTIMATUM SENT 
AMERICAN BANKS 


By European Bankers in 
Regard to Cotton Bills, 


Validation Plan Proposed by 
the American Bankers Is Re- 
jected—All Bills of Lading 
Must Be Guaranteed or Will 
Reject Drafts. 


London, September 14.—At today’s 
conferenve of European bankers inter- 
ested in the cotton trade, it was de- 
cided that they were unable to accept 
the validation plan submitted by the 
American Bankers’ Association. 

The decision was *ieached after a 
prolonged discussion By representative 
bankers of England and the continent. 

The session of the bankers embody- 
ing tis decision expressed regret at 
being unable to regard the American 
proposal as affording tne protection 
desired by European banks accepting 
cotton. Consequently, and in defauit 
of the production of any Other sgatis- 


cotton bills of lading, the meeting con- 
firmed the resolution passed by the 
committee in July. This i:esolution of 
July was the original ultimatum of the 
English bankers to the American 
bankers, declining to accept drafts 
against bills of lading unless these lat- 
ter were guaranteed, 

The conference is_ still prepared, 
however, through its committee, to 
meet a deputation from the American 
Bankers’ Association in London.. 

New York Bankers Surprised. 

New York, September 14.—Local 

bankers interested in the European

ter expressed their surprise today at 
che action of the London and conti- 
aental bankers, but would make ho 
statement as to their position in the 
matter, 

A meeting of the cotton bills commit- 
tee of the American Bankers’ Assoola- 
tion will be held tomorrow, when some 
tormal reply probably wiil be made to 
the action of the European bankers.

and banking houses w.ll not recede 
irom their present position, which, in 
effect, is that the certification of bills 
ot lading by the cotton carrying rail- 
roads is sufficient safeguard.

The validation. pian vol- 
untarily agreed upon by railroads 
throughout the cotton Deit, 
the action of the European bankers in 
refusing to honor American cotton 
bills of iading until guaranieed by 
American banks, was the mainstay of 
the American bankers sent to attend 
the London conference. 

Uniess some other plan can be agreed 
upon, say southern bankers, today's 
action would have the effect of throw- 
ing a large part of the coiton on a cash 
basis.

At a special meeting of the board of 
education yesterday afternoon it was 
found that in order to relieve the con- 
gested condition of the public schools 
the city council must appropriate the 
sum of $10,460 at once. This amoun, 
provides for extra teachers, extra 
desks and to improve sanitary condi- 
tions. 

One of the most important matters 
to come up was the appeal made by 
Miss Nettie Sergeant andrs. Wise, the 
principal and assistant . principal of 
the Girls’ High school, for another 
building, a private residence prefer- 
ably, to be used this year for the stu- 
dents of the commercial course. Miss 
Sergeant reported that something mus: 
be done right away, for, if not, it 
means that nearly two hundred girls, 
who wish an education, will have to 


be refused it for lack of room. 


In regard to this, the board recom- 
mended fhat Superintendent W. M. 
Slaten and Assigtant Superintendent 
L. M. Landrum, fo tO work at once 
to find a suitable‘ building, and report 
to the board. The expenditure for this 
will amount to $4,000 for the school 
year of ten months.

AUTOMOBILE TAY2 


Collected $1,531 
Licenses Which Are Void- 
ed by State Law, 


in 


The city of Atlanta is holding the 
sum of $1,531 paid July 1, 1910, for 
auto licenses for a year, and yet the 
people who paid this tax are no longer 
liable for a city license, because the 
State has taxed automobile owners $2 
each, and the state law made null 
and void the license feature of the city 
ordinance. 

The question, therefore, arises: “Will 
the city keep this license money when 
the license issued is of no effect?” 

The money was paid on July 1 for 
one year, but the licenses were of 
force only two months, or until Sep- 
tember 1. 

Inquiry at the city clerk’s office 
showed that the city had received the 
sum of $1,531 for auto licenses, but 
nearly half of this amount was paid 
by drivers at $1 each. There arises 
also the question, does the state law, 
which wipes out the city law as to 


auto license, affect the drivers’ }i- 
censes? 

A special committee of council) has 
been appointed and will make a report 
next Monday afternoon on the city’s 
power to regulate the running of au- 
tos since the state law .was passed. 
This committee will take up the matter 
with the city attorney and try to ad- 
just all the differences between the 
state law and the city ordinance. I¢ 
may be that the city attorney will hold 
that while the city cannot tax autos, 
it can tax each driver §1.

committee, without discussion.

Confederate Veterans Cheer Hooper. 

The platform of the convention hall 
was filled with confederate veterans, 
who, 300 strong, marched through the 
downtown streets to the hall, cheering 
for the republican candidate for gOvV- 
ernor, Captain Hooper. The veterans’ 
demonstration for a republican guber- 
natoria) candidate was said to be un- 
precedented in Tennessee politics. 

Thus was organized a formidable 
looking triumvirate to campaign for a 
republican governor, the triumvirate 
consisting of republicans, independent 
democrats and state-wide prohibition- 
ists. The independents and prohibi- 
tionists are so closely allied as to 
largely overlap in their membership, 

Only Governorship Involved. 

The possible break in the solid south, 

Outlined In today’s convention, extends 
only to one office, the governorship. 
There is a “gentlemen's agreement” 
between the independents and the re- 
publicans that neither party will in- 
vade the others “safe” legislative ter- 
ritory, and this the independents say 
assures a democratic legislature. 
The last republican governor in Ten- 
nessee was Alvin Hawkins, in 1881-82. 
It is a curious fact that 
was due to a democratic 
Judge 5S. F. Wilson, who was elected 
to the court of civil appeals as an 
independent iff the judiciary election 
last August, which was- the forerun- 
ner of today’s convention. 

Not a Ripple of Opposition. 

The convention was run off without 
a ripple of opposition to the program 
of the leaders, whose only worry was 
to keep the enthuslastic delegates from 
prematurely suspending the rules and 
nominating Hooper by acclamation.

Hudson is sending out copies of the 
recent act passed by the genera] as- 
sembly requiring the branding of cot- 
ton seed meal according to its grade or

The new law, which became effective

The first must contain 660-100 per 
cent of nitrogen, the second 6 18-100 
per cent and the third any per cent of 
nitrogen less than 6 18-100. 

The words high grade, standard 
grade or low' grade must be branded 
above all other guarantees or descrip- 
tions of the meal and in type larger 
than any other guarantees or descrip- 
tions on the package. Al] meal made 
from sea island cotton must be brand- 
ed “Sea Island cotton seed meal.”

LIQUOR CAMPAIGN 
ON IN FLORIDA 


Question of Local Option 
Versus Prohibition. 


State-widers to Name Full State 
Ticket—Popular Vote to De- 
cide the Issue — Local Op- 
tionists to Wage Aggressive 
Campaign.’ 


Jacksonville, Fla., September 14.—A 
campaign to détermine whether Flor- 
ida shall have state-wide prohibition 
will begin here tomorrow with the as- 
semblying of two state conventions, 
the local optionists, opposed to the 
state-wide principle, and the prohibi- 
tionists, favoring it. 

Upon the results of this campaign 
depends the question whether the en- 
tire southeastern corner of the United 
States shall be “wet” or “dry,” for out- 
side of Florida anyone who wishes to 
buy an alcoholic drink legally across 
a bar must travel westward to states 
bordering the Mississippi river, or 
northward along a portion of the jour- 
ney to Mason and Dixon's line. 

The issue is an amendment to the 
constitution providing for state-wide 
prohibition, instead of local option, 
which Florida now has. This amend- 
ment will be voted on at the Novem- 
ber election. Both of tomorrow’s con- 
ventions are called to lay plans for 
the campaign on this issue. 

Liquor Interests at Work. 

The local optionists have refused to 
give out in advance anything about 
their .campaign plans, but they have 
been canvassing the state quietly and 
thoroughly to work up enthusiasm for 
tomorrow's convention. Although the 
adjacent states, Georgia and Alabama, 
are completely “dry,” the local option- 


.ists declare that one factor in keeping 


Florida from following their example 
will be the fact that a popular vote 
decides the issue here and that few 
southern states have gone dry by di- 
rect vote of the people. 

It is said that the local optionists 
will have the support of liquor in- 
terests which have much at stake in 
the shipping business in the wide belt 
of dry territory immediately north of 
the state. 

Anti-Saloon League to Fight. 

The prohibitionists are expected to 
name a full state ticket, not with the 
expectation of electing their candi- 
dates, but merely to add to the power 
of the organization which will contend 
for the amendment. The convention's 
real business will be the discussion 
of plans for the campaign, in which 
the assistance of the state Anti-Saloon 
League is expected. To date the pro- 
hibitionists have been waiting for the 
local optionists to move before launch- 
ing the dry campaign in earnest, 
meanwhile employing two agencies to 
keep the issue live. One of these is 
a male college quartet, which is tour- 
ing the state singing prohibition songs, 
and the other the selling of stamps 
by the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union. The stamps advertise the 
cause and yield a revenue for the ap- 
proaching campaign.

THE ELECTION IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


More than any other southern state, South Carolina has been 
in a constant turmoil for more than fifteen years in an endeavor to 
reach some satisfactory solution of the problem of regulating the 
whisky traffic. The result of the election of Tuesday, indicating the 
election of Cole L, Blease, local optionist, as governor, brings at 
least a temporary pause to the agitation by putting the state on 
record as against state-wide prohibition. 

There can be no question that this verdict represents the de- 
cided drift of public opinion in the Palmetto State. The issue was 
first threshed out exhaustively in the general campaign several 
weeks ago, and at the primary of two weeks ago the combined vote 
for the local optionists, Blease and McLeod, exceeded by several 
thousands the vote for the three state-wide candidates, this verdict 
being confirmed in the second primary. 

Coming so closely on the heels of almost similar action in Ala- 
bama, the South Carolina ¢lection is not without significance as in- 
dicating the trend of sentiment in the states of this section. 

Alabama, it will be remembered, first voted in through its leg- 
islature such stringent state-wide regulations as virtually to make 
alcoholic beverages in the nature of contraband substances, the 
statutes being coupled with the right-of-search, recalling curiously 
the onerous latitude given the constabulary in the first days of the 
dispensary in South Carolina. 

Now, after a test of this method of handling the liquor problem, 
Alabama has repudiated its former action by a vote almost as decisive 
as that handed down in South Carolina. While it is not in evidence 


that the people of the state across the Chattahoochee desire a return | 
to the old days, they have at least expressed themselves as against ; 


placing sumptuary legislation in the organic law of the state. 

Is it possible that the extreme prohibition wave that a few years 
ago swept over the south is to be followed by more conservative 
measures? The query is inevitable with the action of South Carolina 
and Alabama, and the reported subsidence of radical prohibition 
sentiment in other states. 

Whatever is to be the ultimate outcome—and the thoughtiul 
observer cannot escape the conclusion that the situation is yet in 
fluid status—it is at least certain that those states which have abol- 
ished open bar-rooms will never sanction the return of these insti- 
tutions. 

In Georgia, especially, that lesson has been learned, and there 
are indications that the same sentiment prevails in Alabama. 

Perhaps the most significant lesson from developments both in 
Alabama and South Carolina is that no solution of any problem 
founded on haste, sentiment or impulse is lasting. That is shown 
in the amazing manner in which Alabama has reversed its judgment, 
and in the emphasis with which South Carolina executed an about- 
face from a half-formed resolution to fasten state-wide prohibition 
upon the state. 

This observation holds good, whether applied to the whisky traf- 
fic, the regulation of railways and corporations, or any other public 
issue. It is, too, a reassurance of the ultimate sanity of public opin- 
ion that it should develop the courage to retrace its footsteps in so 
radical a fashion, when experience has taught that the first decision 
was based upon erroneous premises or imperfect information.

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THE APPALACHIAN EXPOSITION. 


The enterprising city of Knoxville, metropolis of East Tennessee, 
is host to the entire south as the site for the Appalachian Exposition, 
now in full blast and to continue until October 12. 

Tuesday, September 20, has been designated as Atlanta Day, and 
the railroads have put on attractive r@und-trip rates. Not alone for 
the enjoyment and profit of a visit to the exposition, but as well as 
a compliment to our plucky sister city, it is to be hoped that a large 
delegation of Atlantans will take advantage of the opportunity to 
visit Knoxville on that occasion. 

The original conception of the exposition was that it should 
mark in spectacular fashion the south’s adherence to the doctrine of 
conservation, laying before the public such exhibits from the Appa- 
lachian region as would convince the most laggard southerner of 
the profit of scientific administration of our resources. 

From this basis the exposition has grown, until in its finished 
form it is a reproduction in miniature of the achievements and the 
inducements characteristic of the rich states bordering on the south- 
ern division of the Appalachians. 

Special attention has been directed to agriculture, water power, 
the lumber and mineral interests. In these respects alone, the aver- 
age southerner has a revelation awaiting him in the demonstration 
of the wealth possessed by the south in the directions indicated. 

The recreation and amusement features of the exposition have 
been specially arranged upon twentieth century standards. Aviation, 
motor-racing and other popular sports of the hour are offered in 
abundance, and the “Midway Jungle” of the Knoxville show is a 
smaller replica of the pleasyre features that made Chicago, St. Louis, 
Atlanta and Buffalo notable. 

A trip to Knoxville is well worth the expenditure and the effort. 
The educational phase is an important one, while the recreative 
features are sufficiently variegated to appeal to the widest range of

For a little act of kindness that had 
passed from his memory almosf entire- 
ly, General A. J. West, the well-known 
confederate veteran and real estate 
man, was rewarded yesterday in a way 
that brought tears of joy to his eyes. 

He was presented with a handsome 
gold-headed walking cane by four 
brothers of Omaha, Neb., for whom 
General West several years ago suc- 
ceeded in locating and identifying the 
grave of their soldier brother, a splen- 
did young Tennessee officer who was 
killed in defense of Atlanta. 

This young officer was Lieutenant 
Conklin. He was in the same iivision 
with General West who, during the 
defense of Atlanta, was on the staff or 
General Carter L. Stevenson. He was 
a comrade who was esteemed highly 
by General West and he was near at 
hand when a yankee bullet killed him. 

Along with other slain soldiers, the 
body of the young officer was interred 
in Oakland cemetery. Its resting place 
was unknown to the four Conklin 
brothers. While in Nashville several 
years ago, General West met E. Conk- 
lin, one of the brothers, who reques*- 
eq the general to locate his brother’s 
grave. 

With the assistance of the city sex- 
ton, General West located the grave 
in Oakland cemetery and put a marble 
head-stone on the mound. This little 
act of kindness had passed almost en- 
tirely from the general's mind until! 
Wednesday a long, slim express pack- 
age was brought to his office. 

The package was explained by a 
letter in the same mail from E. Conk- 
lin, 4808 Capitol avenue, a prominent 
Omaha merchant, who stated that he 
wished the general to accept the cane 
as a token of esteem and gratitude 
from the four brothers for locating 
theic departeg soldier brother's grave.

If thes request of property owners 
is granted there will be stiM further 
improvements on Washington street, 
for all those owning homes on that 
street between Ormond street and 
Ridge avenue are getting up a petition 
to be presented tothe board of county 
commissioners asking that body to ex- 
tend the new pavement to Ridge av- 
enue.

Easy Reach of Water and 
Sewers — New Mains Will 
Abolish 11,121 More. 


There are within the city limits of 
Atlanta today 11,121 surface closets 
which all physicians and experts on 
sanitary affairs say are, under the 
very best conditions, a menace to the 
public health. 

These surface closets, not a single 
one of which ought to exist, cost At- 
lanta over $40,000 to keep them in as 
sanitary a condition as is possible. It 
requires 27 wagons, 60 mules and 52 
men, working every day and night, to 
look after these public nuisances, 
which ought to be wiped off the face 
of any progressive city. 

And that is not all. Of this number 
of health-menacing nuisances, fully 
two thousand are in localities where 
water and sewers are within easy 
reach. Tere are surface closets in 
the city that have been residence sec- 
tions for more than forty years and 
many are close to the very business 
heart of the city. 

The reason given for this state of 
affairs is that there are isolated blocks 
which have been left out in the lay- 
ing of water mains, and without wa- 
ter, sewers are useless; therefore there 
are no sewers in these places. 

Take as an example a block on Ter- 
ry street, which is within a stone’s 
throw of the state capitol. On this 
block there are surface closets while 
on every side other residences have 
water and sewers. Just to serve this 
one block the night soil wagons have 
to create a nuisance in a large neigh- 
borhood. 

The Alley Nuisance. 

The greatest nuisance from surface 
closets is caused by negro housés on 
alleys. It is estimated that there are 
‘three thousand of such houses in 


; neighborhoods where there are water 


pipe and sewers, If a property owner 
fronts on a street where there is a 
sewer and builds a house on his back 
alley, he can be and is made to con- 
nect with his sewer through his own 
yard. 

But the trouble here is that many 
back alley houses are on lots which 
have been “sold off” and such lots 
have no front on any street where 
there are sewers and water, although 
around the whole block both sewers 
and water pipes have been laid. 

This matter was taken up by the 
board of health a few months ago and 
a resolution was adopted forcing all 
persons with houses on alleys to make 
water-and sewer connections. The de- 
partment began to force a compliance 
with the resolution and many persons 
made the proper connections. This 
was done by going through the private 
property of others. There came a 
kick from a property owner and the 
city attorney said he felt obliged to 
rule that the city could not force the 
laying of water pipe and sewers 
through private property. 

Can Lay Sewers in Alleys. 

But the city ean force, so the board 
of health holds, property owners to 
pay for sewers in alleys after water 
mains are laid. That is, if the city 
will lay water pipe in alleys where 
there are now surface closets, the 
sewers can be laid on the assessment 
pian, and this can be done, although it 
will force those to pay who have 
frontage on alleys, but who have no 
houses or closets there. It may re- 
sult in some property owners paying 
for sewers although they have sewers 
on their streets. grog - = claimed, 

ity can pass such @ jaw. 

 Ganae Jentzen, of the ganitary de- 
partment, says if the alleys are given 
water and sewers the nuisance of sur- 
face closets will be about abated as 
the bond money will wipe out several 
thousands of the closets that now 
exist.” 

“Why, it is a piece of history in my 
department,” states Chief Jentzen, 
“that property owners who had sur- 
face closets for back alley houses have 
hurriedly sold off their back yards in 
order to be kept from making con- 
nections with water pipe and sewers. 

What Can Be Done. 

It seems then that the first thing 
to be done, and it is said it can be 
done at once, is to pass an ordinance 
for the laying of water pipe in alleys 
where there are surface closets, and 
another ordinance requiring property 
owners to pay for assessments on 
sewers laid in such alleys. 

The next thing to be done is to lay 
water pipe on the isolated blocks that 
have no water or sewers. 

Then later the bond money will take 
care of surface closets in the out- 
skirts. 

Yet there is one more thing to be 
considered and that is there are many 
streets to be graded before they can 
'gwet water and sewers with the bond 
money. §So0 the city must prepare to 
do a lot of street work either with .its 
own money or by help of the county 
before the surface closet nuisance can 
be finally abated. 

Chief Jentzen is now preparing a 
full statement of the surface closet 
situation for the board of health. As 
stated in Tuesday's Constitution, steps 
have been taken by the health board 
to temporarily take care of the night 
soil. In the meantime other and per- 
manent plans will doubtless be 
adopted.

Many Autos in the Country. 


All the automobile number plates, 
which are required under the new state 
automobile registration law, will be 
in the office of Secretary of State Phil 
Cook by October 1, or considerably ear- 
lier than the secretary of state had 
expected. 

Secretary Cook received a notice 
from the factory Wednesday that there 
has been a delay in securing aluminum 
for the number plates, but that they 
will be prepared to ship the entire lot 
within the next ten days. It will re- 
quire a week or ten days for the ship- 
ment to reach Atlanta. 

The secretary of state has already 
received an advance shipment of five 
hundred number Plates and he was 
busy all day yesterday mailing those 
Out to the first five hundred auto own- 
ers who have registered their cars. 
The other numbers will be sent out 
just as soon as they are receivea. 

Registrations Numerous. 


The automobile Owners have been 
registering their cars rapi@dly during 
the past two or three days and out of 
an estimated 10,000 in the State there 
are about 3,300 who have already com- 
Plied with the law. 

Registration from Atlanta has been 
brisk this week and there are now 530 
local cars registered with the secre- 
tary of state. It is estimated that 
there are still about 1,700 Atlanta own- 
ers who have not complied with the 
provisions of the new automobile law. 

The registration from the smaller cit- 
}ies and towns and from the rural dis- 
tricts has been a surprise to the secre- 
tary of state, as the owners have com- 
Plied more quickly with the law than 
Owners in the larger cittes,and in pro- 
portion to population there would seem 
to be as many cars in the country as 
there are in the cities. 

Although the automobile registration 
law became effective on September t, 
its provisions have not been enforced 
because of the delay in securing num- 
bers from the factory. As soon as the 
entire lot of numbers is received, those 
who have not registered their cars 
will be put on notice by Mr. Cook and 
if they do not comply with the law 
within reasonable length of time, steps 
will be taken to enforce it. 

Provisions of the Act. 

The main provisions of the act un- 
der which registration is required are 
as follows: 

“1. Each owner of a motor vehicle 
Shall file with the secretary of state 
a brief description of his machine, 
giving the name of make, factory num- 
ber, style of machine and motor power, 
and shall pay a registration fee of $2. 
The secretary shall then furnish him 
with a number plate and a smal! alu- 
minum seal, bearing the number of the 
car and stating that it is registered 
under the Georgia motor vehicle law. 
Both are to be conspicuously displayed 
on the machine. 

“2. From one hour after sunset io 
one hour before sunrise, every machine 
on the highway must equipped with 
at least one white light on the front 
and one red light on the rear. 

“3. Machines shall be operated at all 
times at a rate of speed that is reason- 
able and proper and at a rate of speed 
‘not greater than six miles per hour 
when approaching bridges, dams, 
curves, crossings or embankments. 

“4. When warned by  »pedestrians 
riding or driving animals, the ma- 
chine must come to a stop so long as 
is necessary for the animal to pass. 
No person shall give such signal cf 
distress without cause, 

“$. Should any owner dispose of his 
machine it is the duty of the purchaser 
to procure a new seal and number 
from the secretary of state. 

“6. No person who is intoxicateq or 
who is under 16 years of age shall be 
allowed to operate a machine, unless 
such minor has had 12 months’ expe- 
rience in the operation of automobiles 
and is accompanied by the owner of the 
car. 

“7. Nothing in the act sets aside any 
municipal regulations regarding the 
running of automobiles, except that it 
takes the place of municipal registra- 
tion and license tax.”

Chamber of Commerce to De- | 


cide Plans. ' 


Atlanta may get the annual conven- 
tion of the National Good Roads Asso- 


ciation in 1911. 

The joint convention committees of 
the chamber of commerce and the city 
council have taken up the matter and 
hold a meeting tomorrow at noon at 
the chamber of commerce rooms for 
the purpose of discussing the advisa- 
bility of going out after this conven- 
tion, which would bring to the city 
several thousand people from all sec- 
tions of the United States. The roads 
committee of the board of county 
commissioners has been requested to 
be present at the meeting. 

The annual meeting of the National 
Good Roads Association takes place 
in St. Louis, Me., September 26-28, 
and it is thought probable that at the 
meeting held Friday, delegates to this 
convention will be chosen. In case 
this is done, these delegates will be 
sent to St. Louis with instructions to 
do everything possible to get the next 
meeting for Atlanta, and they will be 
seconded in their work by invitations 
from prominent men and organizations 
of this city. 

No Meeting in the South. 

The association has never yet held a 
meeting in the south and for this rea- 
son it is thought that Atlanta should 
stand a most excellent opportunity 
of landing the convention. George C. 
Diehl, president of the national organi- 
zation, is said to have already ex- 
pressed himself as heartily favoring 
the idea of holding the next meeting 
in the south, and particularly in At- 
lanta. 

The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the local chamber of com- 
merce by Councilman W. T. Winn, a 
member of the city council convention 
committee. Mr. Winn took up the 
matter with W. W. Orr, chairman of 
the chamber of commerce committee 
on conventions, and Walter G. Cooper, 
secretary of the chamber of commerce, 
and the decision to call a meeting of 
the two committees was reached. It 
was afterwards decided to ask the road 
committee of the board of county com- 
missioners to be present also. 

Both Mr. Winn and Mr. Orr are ex- 
tremely enthusiastic 
pects of Atlanta’s getting the next 
meeting of the national organization. 
They believe that no state in the union 
is now more thoroughly alive to the 
necessity of good roads and that no 
other state is making more progress 
along this line. This, added to the fact 
that the body has never met in the 
south, they believe, gives Atlanta an 
excellent chance to land the conven- 
tion if she goes after it properly.

One of the principal features of the 
last day’s meeting was the sermon 
of Rev. Charles W. Daniel, of the First 
Baptist church, on missions. 

An interesting report was made at 
the morning session by E. C. Calla- 
way, chairman of the committee on 
the laymen’s movement. He stated 
whisky, tobacco and candy are 
things for which people spend 


| money; that missions only get $10,- 


000,000, while liquors purchased 
amount to over $1,000,000,000 and to- 
bacco $750,000,000. The public, he said, 
gives $300,000,000 for church work at 
home and spends $288,000,000 for candy 
and soft drinks. 

The report of home mission work, 
which was made at the morning ses- 
sion, showed that the home mission 
is maintaining 27 schools 
Georgia, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
bama, North and South Carolina; 
it has 100 missionaries among the Cu- 
bans, Mexicans and Indians; that it 
has organized 2,500 churches that are 
without houses of worship; that it has 
secured $50,000 to supply these 
churches with buildings, and needs 
$450,000 more.

There will be a good wind 
blowing, and the result in so far as 
temperature is concerned, should be 
satisfactory to all parties concerned. 
Eighty degrees is not such very cool 
weather, but it ts considerably cooler 
than some Atlanta has been having of 
late. ’ 

Snider Predicts Blizzards. 

Now comes A. L. Snider, of Griffin, 
with the startling and rather dis- 
couraging weather prediction that the 
coming winter will be one of the most 
severe this country has ever seen. 

Mr. Snider is a weather forecaster 
of some note. In fact, he is one of 
the few prophets who do not have to 
go into a far country to seek honor. 
He has been making weather predic- 
tions for twenty years, and the num- 
ber of times he hag hit the nail on 
the sky-piece is exactly equivalent 
to the number of times he has taken 
a punch at it; so it is said.

“The coming fall will be an early 
one, and frost may be looked for on 
October 20.” 

And Mr. Snider says if anyone 
doesn’t believe he is right about it, 
wait and see.

FEDERATION MAKES. 


OFFICIAL CHANGES 


The Resignation of Pres- 


ident S. B. Marks Ten- 
dered: and Refused. | 


It was a surprise 8S. B. Marks, pres- 
ident of the Atlanta Fe asafation of 
Trades, gave that body last night when 
he tendered his resignation as its 
chief executive, and it was a surprise 
the federation passed back to 8S. B. 
Marks when it pointedly refused to ac- 
cept that resignation. 

The resignation came at the end of 
the session, President Marks, in his 
letter, informing the federation that 
having accepted a position with City 
Comptroller Goldsmith, he did not 
deem it advisable to longer remain at 
the head of Atlanta’s federated labor 
organization. While a few of Presi- 
dent Marks’ close friends within the 
federation knew the resignation was 
coming, the body as a whole was in 
ignorance of the situation. The read- 
ing of the paper brought quick and 
emphatic protest, and without a dis- 
senting voice the resignation was ta- 
bled. 

President Marks declared the office 
of vice president vacant, because A. 
K. Birch, incumbent, was no longer a 
member of the federation, having re- 
signed his representation from the ma- 
chinists. 

N. H. Kirkpatrick, secretary of the 
federation, was elected to the vacancy 
and his elevation to the vice presi- 
dency was followed by his resignation 
as secretary. 

O. A. Cohen, of the paperhangers, 
was elected as recording secretary 
to succeed N. H.. Kirkpatrick, elected 
vice president. 

Both officers elected were installed 
by Jerome Jones, of the American fed- 
eration, that duty devolving upon him. 

The Atlanta federation was advised 
by letter from President Gompers and 
Secretary Morrison, of the American 
Federation of Labor, that the inter- 
national body would hold its thir- 
teenth annual session in St. Louis, be- 
ginning November 14 coming, and ad-. 
vised Atlanta of the basis of repre- 
sentation. 

A resolution was adopted inviting 
the American federation to come to 
Atianta for its fourteenth annual con- 
vention in 1911. The resolution au- 


thorized the president of the Atlanta 
federation to name such committees

Market Closed Barely Steady, 
One Point Higher to Five 
Points Lower. 


New York, September 14.—No im- 
portant change occurred in the cotton 
market today, business remaining 
quiet and fluctuations narrow, with 
the close barely steady, net 1 point 
higher to 5 points lower. : 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 1 point to a decline of 2 
points, but almost immediately eased 
off under local bear pressure and scat- 
tering liquidation. Possible talk of 
freer offerings in Liverpool in- 
spired some of the early selling, but 
after the market had shown a net loss 
of about 4@9 points,it steadied, and 
during the middle of the day, rallied 
on covering and moderate suport from 
bullish sources, with prices at one 
time ruling net unchanged to 4 points 
higher. It apeared from private ad- 
vices, however, that the West Indian 
storm was passing to the westward 
south of the Texas coast, suggesting 
nothing more than showers in the in- 
terior of that state, and when cables 
were received here in the afternoon 
reporting that the Atlantic states were 
offering spots freely at concessions, 
the local market turned easier again, 
with the close unchanged to 1 point 
higher on the near months, and gener- 
ally 4 to 5 points lower on the later 
positions. It was reported that pri- 
vate cables from London had been re- 
‘ceived stating that English and con- 
tinental bankers had announced their 
unwillingness to accept the validation 
of cotton bills of lading proposed by 
American bankers.

\TAKING OF PROFITS 


AFFECTED THE STOCKS 


‘But the Market Was Not Hurt 
| Much Because of Free 


Offerings. 


New York, September 14.—The stock 
market today had to bear the burden 
ef profit-taking on the rise of yester- 
day, and was affected accordingly. So 
considerable a movement as that of 
yesterday after the prolonged period 
of apathy and listlessness was: not. to 
be neglected by the long suffering pro- 
fessional operators. The advantage of 
the opportunity was increased by a 
considerable inflow of orders from out- 
side sources, attracted by the stirring 
of yesterday's market. The action of 
the market gave evidence of efforts to 


up of opening prices and in the coinei- 
dent offering of stocks as fast as the 
market would take them without hurt- 
ing prices. These operations kept up a 
show of animation in the dealings for 
the first hour, after Which there was a 
lapse into dullness, the day terminating 
in a sharp reaction. 

Politics continued to occupy a large 
share of atiention, but there was a dis- 
position among some of the larger 
financial powers to deprecate the ex- 
ploitation of the stock market as a 
fieid for the expression of opinions on 
political prospects. The sentiment of 
the speculation was unaltered that the 
political outlook has declined in in- 
fluence on the financial situation. A 
division of power in the coming con- 
gress would be considered not unsatis- 
factory in the estimation of some of 
the financial interests, whose conten- 
tion is that legislative quiesence would 
prove an advantage to business and 
would relieve enterprise from restraint 
and hesitation. At the same time, 
there was heard the opinion that open 
reflection of such views in stock mar- 
ket activity was calculated to stir up 
renewed agitation against corporation 

interests. 

The subsidence of anxiety over the 
| banking position of the country pro- 
vided a substantial sub-stratem for 
the confidence that is growing up. 
This was manifest in the reception 
accorded the news of the rejection by 
the London conference of foreign 
bankers ef the validation Plan for 
American cotton shipments. The re- 
Sources of the domestic money mar- 
ket seem now s0 assured that the ex- 
tra requirement thus implieg caused no 
anxiety. This is partly due to the 
conviction that American cotton own- 
|ers have the advantage of position in 
the necessity of the foreign spinners 
|for the supply of cotton. It is re- 

ported that a recent remonstrance 
|from a French bank over the lack of a 
bank guarantee on a cotton bill of 
lading accompanying a draft was met 
Dy the intimation that the cotton was 
Walting for payment, which might be 
arranged as the foreign bank might 
choose. There are broad intimations 
that a general attitude along similar 
lines will be adopted, with no fears 
that a compromise will not be forth- 
coming as a result.

After an hour’s imprisonment, Fitz- 
gerald was taken before Judge Kene- 
saw M. Landis, formally arraigned, 
and his ball fixed at $50,000. Being un- 
able to give bond in fhis sum, he was 
taken to the county jail. 

The indictment against Fitzgerald 
read in court specifies four counts. 
Three charge embezzlement and the 
fourth charges larceny. Under these 
charges a maximum sentence of ten 
years in a federal prison or a fine 
equal to the sum embezzled is the pen- 
alty upon conviction. 

Where Did He Get the Money? 

Attaches of the district attorney's 
office declare that since the disap- 
pearance of the $173,000 from the sub- 
treasury, Fitzgerala4 had done the fol- 
lowing things: 

Organizeg the Illinois Car Manufac- 
turing Company with a $56,000 plant 
at Hammond, Ind.: organized the Illi- 
nois Bolt, Nut and Forging Company,

extensively in stocks and bonds: moved 
from a modest flat to a $10,000 resi- 
dence in Rogers Park, a stiburb of 
Chicago; paid for his new home and 
furnished it expensively; lived in ex- 
pensive style ang entertained friends 
lavishly. 

From the time of the returning of 
the suppressed indictment on February 
17, the greatest secrecy Was used by 
Zovernment officials in handling the 
investigation. 

Always Under Espionage. 

The indictment was locked in a 
vault in the offices of the United Dis- 
trict court clerk to await such time 
as the federal lawyers felt they had 
sufficient evidence to warrant the ar- 
rest of Fitzgerald. 

All this time Fitzgerald was never 
Out of sight of secret service mew when 
,@wake and while he slept, operatives 
} were On guard at his home or hotel. The 
former teller was followed to his offices 
down town and watched throughout 
the day. Meanwhile all of his financial 
transactions were checked up closely, 
and certain investments traced to him. 

United States District Attorney Ed- 
win W. Sims refuses to say what 
prompted his order today for Fitsger- 
ald's arrest, but declared he felt satis- 
fied sufficient evidence was in hand 
{to warrant such procedure. 

The fact that secret service men 
searched Fitzgerald's office and his 
residence immediately following his 
arrest leads to the belief that he did 
something today which hastened hig 
arrest. 


Story of Great Robbery. 

The subtreasury robbery which has 
baffled the secret service for three 
years, occurred Wedngday, February 
20, 1907. 

The money was all in $1,000 and $10.,- 
000 bills. Federal officers throughout 
the country were brought into the hunt 
for the missing money and for three 
years all persons found to have $1,000 
and $10,000 bills were subjected to open 
Or covert scrutiny by secret service 
agents. The $175,000 disappeared from 
Fitzgerald's cage in the subtreasury, 
where he was employed as sorting 
teller. When questioned regarding the 
disappearance of the money, Fitzger- 
ald said he went out to lunch and 
when he returned the money was 
gone. He was closely questioned at 
the time and was shadowed for months. 

Arrested Onee Hefore. 
A year after the robbery Fitzgerald 


was arrested by a private detective 
agent acting for William Boldenweck, 
the subtreasurer. The charge was not 
pressed at that time, however, and

It its not believed, however, that 
there will be any serious or perma- 
nent trouble, as Europe is obliged to 
have the cotton, and it is up to the 
buyer to arrange for paying for it. 

Memphis Exporters Optimistic. 

Memphis, Tenn., September 4.— 
While disappointed that the plan of 
the American Bankers’ Association 
with regard to the validation of cot- 
ton bills of dading which they ap- 
prove were not agreed to by the 
bankers of Europe, cotton exporters 
with headquarters in Memphis are 
still optimistic. It is the consensus 
of opinion that a satisfactory ar- 
rangement will be made before the ex- 
piration of the present agreement, Oc- 
tober 31, and that the cotton trade 
between the two countries would suf- 
fer but little.

Carmack’'s Soul Marching On. 

Captain Hooper advocated liberal 
appropriations for confederate veter- 
ans, and declared that it was now @ 
settled policy of the republican party 
in Tennessee to see to their welfare. 

“Do you ask who is the leader of 
this democratic revolution?
